In the Delloville dailies of this week

of Mr. G. A. Cox, general manager, to 
‘the effect that no trains will pass ‘the 
Grand Trunk station from the Midland 
fine on and after Monday next, 16th. 
How this move on tho part of the Mid- 
-Jand Railway will be received by the

COLLISION BETWEEN ‘TWO TRAINS. 


Port Horr, July 6.—One of the 
most disastrous collisions that has eccur- 
red on the Canadian section of the 
Grand Trunk for many years took 
place just east of the) Port nage 0 via- 
duct about six this~morning between 
two ge ge trains. The train going 
west the right of way, with loco- 
motive No, 450,Graham, of Toronto, 
engineer, Willobee, of the same place, 
fireman. The train going east was 
drawn by locomotive: No. 456, Baird 

| and Clay fireman, both 
of Toronto. The train from the east 
had the right of way. Waen the train 
from the west arrived from Port np 
station, the engineer, ggg Beg t 
other was a-regular train, pulled up for 
orders. He was handed an order can- 
celling the regular, thus giving his 
train train the right of way to ‘ 
He then’pushed on.» It-was about six 
o'clock, ami a ptetty heavy fog was 
hanging over the track. As he reached 
the heaviest part of the down e, he 
saw the locomotive of the other train 
just turning the curve south of the toll 
He whistled for brakes, but the 
grade and loaded cars werertoo much to 
make any possible difference in the 
apeed of his train. At the same moment 
the engineer from the east observed the 
train ahead. He had just got on the 
fullest head of steam so as to ascend 
the grade. The men on both trains saw 
in an instant thata collision was un- 
avoidable, and they prepared to save 
thomeelves by jumping or running back 
over the cars. Those who jumped were 
all right. They escaped without injury. 
One of the firemen, Clay, had reached 
the top of the third car before he jump- 
ed, and in the fall sprained his shoulder. 
The one who received the greatest in- 
juries was a brakesman named Porter, 
of Belleville. He was thrown from the 
top of a car in such a way as to be badly 
injured internally. At this time of 
writing, Dr. Powers, who was summon- 
ed tothe scene of the disaster can 
searecly tell how badly he is injured, 
but he fears there are no hopes of his 
recovery. The hugh locomotives came 
together with a fearful crash. Mr. 
Philip, living on the old Carveth farm, 
was watching the trains when the col- 
lision occurred. He says that when the 
steam monsters came together, they 
were thrown up in the air and then 
they tumbled to the south side of the 
than 
eleven or twelve freight cara were des- 
troyed beyond any hope whatever of 
ever being fit for use again. Half of 
them at least are smashed into, splinters. 
Among the debris are a couple of Mid- 
land railway cars, that were loaded 
with corn at the Midland elevator on 
the 4th inst. As for the locomotives, 
they were destroyed completely. Boil- 
ers and machinery were smashed into 
a thousand atoma, and some of the great 
wheels were damaged beyond repair. 
The track is torn up for about a dozen 
car lengths, the tiew being broken into 
splinters, and the rails twisted out of 
shape. Thetdamage cannot be covered 
with less than 000, and will prob- 
ably exceed that sam.

{Medical News.) 

At first sight it might be doubted 
whether this subject belongs toa niedi- 
cal journal.

It might well be ignored hy us were 
it not that there is danger in it.

The eyes of the world are upon Can- 
ada, and as a result we are drawing sot- 
tlers from every part of over-crowdod 
Europe. Among our latest arrivals are 
some Finnish families, who were at- 
tracted here by reports of the fertility 
of our soil and the freedom of our in- 
stitutions. These persons sailed from 
their homes in the frozen north somo 
months ago, and have been located in 
the Mattawa district. 

Tne Fins will no doubt make good 
settlers. They are a hardy class of men. 
Coming from a northern country the 
soil of which is poor and stony, they 
will find no difficulty in making o liv- 
ing, on the free lands of Canada. Here 
their lands will not require the constant 
fertilization which is demanded by the 
almost sterjle soil of Finland. Nor 
will our climate be any drawback to 
them. In Southern Finland the winter 
is long and dreary, and lasts seven 
months. In the northern districts the 
sun is hidden from the beginning of 
December until of January. Life in 
Canada will consequently ‘be to the Fin 
a change from the arctic to the temper- 
ate zone. So far as the value of Fin- 
nish immigrants is concerned Canadians 
will benefit by their arrival here con- 
siderably. 
hard workers. They will become citi- 
zens. In politics they are decidedly in 
favor with free institutions, and having 
lived under Russian rile they will prize 
the liberty which our constitution gives. 
They belong to an enterprising race ; 
the Fins have built railroals and tele- 
graph lines, and have gone largely into 
mandfacturing. As a rule the inhabi- 
tanta of Finland are well educated. 
There is a very yood school system 
there, and there area number of uni- 
versities. It is not at all improba- 
ble that the Fins now in the 
country are bat the advance guard of a 
large army of Finnish immigrants yet 
tocome. The Fins do not love their 
Russian rulers. Their land was ceded 
by Sweden to the Russians in 1809,and 
since that date every effort has been 
made by its present owners to Russian- 
ize it. An order has been issued mak- 
ing the study of the Itussian language 
compulsory in the schools. Haying an 
aversion to everything Russian, and de- 
siring to preserve their own language 
in their own land, this command has 
not beon obeyed. No doubt the feeling 
which prompts disobedience to tyran- 
nical orders will lead to » wholesale 
emmigration.

There is an honest 
difference of opinion regarding its valuo 
and it is a pity that we have not com- 
plete statistics showing the number of 
people vaccinated, the number who hav- 
ing been vaccinated have been attacked 
by smallpox, and the proportion of 
these who have died. In the city of 


Montreal partial statistics have been | 


kept. Between 1872 and 1883, 1,312 
patients have been admitted to the 
smallpox bospital there. Of these 752, 


or more than half, had been vaccinated. | 
This appears to tell against vaccination ; | 


but then again 460 of the 752 had very 
slight attacks ; while out of 388 deaths 
from smallpox, only 17 were those of 
persons who had been vaccinated. So 


| that while out of 752 patients who had 
been vaccinated, 17 died, out of 560 


who had not been vaccinated 370 died,

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OUT OPEN BY A SAW. 
A TERRIBLE ACOIDENT AT oILMoUR & co's 
SAW MILL. 


[Campbellford Herald.) 
It is our unpleasant duty to serve 
our readers with the particulars of an 


‘| aceident of a terrible nature which be- 


fel Mr. John Burr, on Tuesday evening 
last. Mr. Burr is foreman for Messrs. 
Gilmour & Co., and was employed at 
the saw mill on the east bank of the 
River Trent, about two miles above 
Campbellford. Towards evening he 
was standing behind the “butting” saw 
working at the windlass which draws 
the logs up out of the water. The 
“ butting” saw is us6d for cutting the 
ends of slabs. It has a swinging move- 
menit, and is set in a frame suspended 
from overhead. . 

The sawyer was busy at his work 
did not notice Mr. Burr. He threw a 
slab upon the table and pushed the saw 
from him, but at that instant compre- 
hended the danger that ,threatened Mr. 
Burr and shouted to him ,to clear him- 
self from it. The latter aleo observed 
the saw coming towards him and as 
quickly as possible jumped backwards. 
He had not time to move again, how- 
ever, ahd the saw facing him coming 
towards his body, literally ripped open 
his abdomen to such an extent that his 
bowels p several inches. 
cut was perpendicular in form, and ex- 
tended from the middle of the thigh 
which was ,cut open to the bone and 
torn, to the lower rib. None of the 
bones, however, were sawn. — 

Immediately after the accident Mr. 
Burr with great coolness and presence 
of mind walked to the office a distance 
of abuut 75 yards, covering his wounds 
and pressing the protruding bowels to 
their place with his hands. 

Dr. Byam was instantly summoned, 
and he called Dr. Wallace to his assist- 
ance, and the two physicians sewed up 
the gash and dressed the wounds. The 
saw passed so close to the femoral artery 
that its pulsations could be distinctly 
seen. Mr. Burr also received another 
cut on the arm behind the elbow, ex- 
tending to the front of the arm. He 
has not suffered from loss of much 
blood, but the painfulness of his in- 
juries is very severe. Mr. Burr was 
treated at the office as it was impossible 
at that time to move him, The unfor- 
tunate man’s condition excites the com- 
passion of the whole community. 

Larer._Mr. Burr died 30 hours 


after the accident hap He was 
buried at Tweed, his wife.

A Tribute to the: Dead. 


How Oddfellows hold their Depart- 
od Brethren in Remembrance. 


On Tuesday afternoon the members of 
Madoc Lodge of Oddfellows inaugugated what 
will eventually become onesof the most grand 
and touching ceremonies ever witnessed here.

Arrived at the 
cemetery, where a large assemblage of citizens 
were present to witness the proceedings, 
the Order formed a cirele around the first 
grave, with a united choir composed of the 
members of the two Methodist, Presbyterian 
and English Churches in the centre, The 
ceremony opeved by the choir ‘singing in a 
very effective manner that beautiful hymn, 
“«Go bury thy Sorrow.”

finformation regarding the life of’ James F. 
Burr, who met his death at Campbellford in 
uo horrible a manner two weeks ago. Mr. 
‘Barr wes well known in thie village and 

‘vicinity, and Major Rawe was acquainted 

with beth himeclf and wife in Kogland,

Dear Stx,—In the Campbellford Herald 
of July 19th, I notice an account of the fatal 
accident to Mr. Burr, and as I presume he 
was not 20 well known in Campbellford as in 
Madoc, I take the liberty of presenting the 
public with some facts regarding the same 
gentleman. Mr. Barr was born in the town 
of Portemouth, Fagland, sbout the year 
1834, and was educated for « minister of the 
Church of Ragland, but his health not being 
robust he decided to come to Canada and en- 
gage in farming; in which, like many others, 
he had «good scientific knowledge, which 
did not prove of any great advantage to him 
in the cultivation of new land, in the town- 
ship of Tudor, where he located in Septem- 
der, 1858,—that being the year in which he 
came fo Canads. The Herald alludes to the 
daceased’aa Mr, John Burr, which is « mis- 
take—James Fordham Berr his mame.
